Four Sentries Assassinated. 
At Malines today, perhaps more than 
in any other city occupied by the Ger- 
mans, the situation is exceedingly grave. 
Four German sentries have been assas- 
sinated in that city since the second bom- 
bardment and the complete occupation of 
that section of the theater of hostilities.

MEDICINE BECOMING SOCIALIZED. 
| [From the New York Times.] 
That doctors are ‘tending steadily more and 
more to pass from private practice to public 
service in official or semi-official c-pacities has 


“been frequently noted of late, and striking ilius- 


tration of this is found in the fact that New York 
City bas on its pay rolls 650 physicians, with 
agetegate salaries of $881,000 4 year. If to these 
be added $83 who do municipal work without 
pay, 20 per cent of the profession in this vicinity 
is accounted for, and American Medicine declares 
that if to those be added those who serve for 
nominal or no salaries in private institutions, a 
third of the whole number is doing some work 
at no cost to the individual sick man. 

The change is not without a precedent, and 
American Medicine says that there is as much 
and about the same reason for “society” to care 
for the sick es for it te teach the young instead 
of leaving that, as in the past, to be done at the 
direct expense of parents through the employ- 
ment of private tutors and governesses. In the 
one case the reason given is, and in the other it 


can be, that the protection of society rather than 
the personal benefit either of children or the sick 
is sought. The argument for compulsory preser- 
vation of health ts as well supported as that for 
compulsory education, and enormous expenditures 
of public money are already made to prevent ili- 
ness.

CCORDING to Burke's “ Peerage “ 
for 1915, just iesued in London, the 
United States has a new bar 
onet, who is a full fledged citizen 
of the republic, and who, a native 
of Michigan, makes his home at Howell, 

in Livingston coumty of that state. He 


Carrie Nixon of Dexter, Mich., by whom 
he has several children, including a grown 
up son of the name of John, now O years 
of age. ä 

Sir George, who is a man of 47, suc- 
ceeded through the death of his aged fa- 
ther at Howell a couple of months ago 
as tenth holder of a baronetcy bestowed 
by Charles II. immediately on his restore- 
tion, in 1660, upon Sir Compton Reade of 
Shipton Court, in Oxfordshire, in recogni- 
tion of his gallant services to the royalist 
cause and of his splendid defense of Ship- 
ton Court against the parllamentary 
forces. Sir George's father wae a native 
born citizen of the United States before 
him. For it is Sir George's grandfather, 
John Reade, who first came to this coun- 
try. in the reign of William IV., secured 
naturalization on marrying, in 1804 Mies 
Levica Walton of Dexter, Mich., and set- 
tled down in that then remote western 
town. His son, the late Sir George Comp- 
ton Reade, succeeded some five and twen- 
ty years ago, on the death of a cousin, to 
the Reade baronetcy. But he was unsuc- 
cessful in his efforts to secure possession 
of Shipton Hall and tha valuable estates 
in Oxfordshire, which from the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth until 1868 went with 
the title.

The alienation of the property from the 
family forms a remarkable story, which 
might well have furnished ea theme for a 
novel or a play to Sir George's English 
kinaman, the late Charles Reade, author 
of “Never Too Late to Mend” and of 
The Cloister and the Hearth."’ Inorder 
to explain matters it is necessary to go 
back to the seventh baronet, Sir John 
Chandos Reade, who had 4 son named 
Compton and three daughters. Compton 
got into debt at Oxford and Bir John de- 
clined to pay his Habilities at the univer- 
sity unless he joined him in disentailing 
the estate. The son predeceased his fa- 
ther, as did also two of the daughters, the 
only remaining one being an imbecile. 


— 
One day Sir John, who was wont to drink 
to excess, happened, it is said, in a fit of 
passion to strike his butler a blow which 
knocked the man downstairs, breaking 
his neck. There was but one witness of 
the deed, a footman of the name of John 
Wakefield, who shortly after the death of 
the butler was promoted to the latter's 
place and from that time forth assumed 
confidential relations with his master. 
No inquest was held until three months 
later, and then only at the pressing re- 
quest of the butler’s widow. When the 
corpse wae exhumed for the purpose of an 
autopsy it was found to be so decomposed 
that an open verdict was returned, net- 
ther medical experts nor jury being will- 
ing to assert for certain whether death 
had been dus to violence or not. The 


| wes thereupon restored to its gtave, and 


the widow, imbittered by her failure to 
‘ecelve justice, caused the following epi- 
taph te be inscribed on her husband's 
tombstone: “It was a mort hand that 


did the deed.” 
— 


Thenceforth Str John shut the gates of 
his grand old country seat, Shipton Court, 
against all his friends, kinsmen, and ac- 
quaintances, restricting himself entirely 
to the society of the man Wakefield, from 
whom he was never seen apart. In fact, 
Wakefield allowed no one to have access 
to him, and when the baronet died In 1868 
it was found that he had bequeathed 
every stick of property—Shipton Court, 
the heirlooms, everything of which he 
could dispose—to his butler. John Wake- 
field, stipulating that the latter should 
-ascume the name of Reade and the family

coat of arms, appointing him one of his 
executors and trustees, and leaving to 
him the care of his only surviving and 
imbecile daughter. 

Of course this will, which disinherited 
her as well as his grandnephew and suc- 
cessor in the baronetcy, Sir Chandos 
Reade, an officer of the Indian army, 
aroused an immense amount of scandal 
and opposition. Miss Reade, whe was not 
@ committed lunatic, was cited by the 
Court of Probate to oppose her father’s 
will, but, being demented and under the 
care of the ex-butier, failed to respond 
and the will was proved. Sir Chandos 
was in India at the time, and when he 
returned to England some years later he 
failed in his efforts to secure a revocation 
of the probate, although he spent a con- 
siderable amount of money in endeavor- 
ing to do so.

In 1800 he died and was succeeded in the 
baronetcy by his American born cousin, 
the late Sir John Compton Reade of How- 
ell, Mich, who was advised that he could 
take steps during the lifetime of the im- 
becile daughter of Sir John to recover the 
estate. She died in November, 1807, just 
six weeks before the limit of time imposed 
by the statute of Umitations ot i874 The 
latter, designed to give wealthy mer- 
chants, financfers, and manufacturers an 
indefeasible title to che land which they 
have purchased, bars all claims thereto 
after the occupants have been in posses- 
sion for thirty years. Unfortunately Sir 
George did not hear of Miss Reade’s death 
until nearly two monthe after it had taken 
place, and it was then too late to institute 
proceedings for the revocation of Sir 
John's will owing to the statute of limita- 


tions. 


The first thing that the ex-butler did on 
inheriting the Shipton Court property in 
1868 was to put up at auction all the fam- 
ily portraita, by Kneller, Romney, Reyn- 
olds, and other great masters, many of 
which were purchased by the American 
diplomat the late Gen. Meredith Reade, 
United States envoy at Athens, who was 
a remote kinsma n. being a lineal descend- 
ant of that Sir James Reade of Shipton 
Court who was knighted by Queen Eliza- 
beth and whose son settled on this side of 
the Atlantic. The ex-butler has now been 
dead for a number of years, and his son, 
who bears the name of Joseph Reade, a 
graduate of Cambridge, hae soid the Ship- 
ton Hall property te W. F. Pepper, its 
present owner. 

— 

There is just a possibility, however, that 
despite the statute of limitations Mr. 
Pepper may be compelled to surrender the 
Shipton Court estate to the new American 
baronet, Sir George Reade, if the latter 
can afford the anrount of money needed to 
force matters to an issue before the Eng- 
lish courts, It seems that some time after 
the disentailment a deed of resettlement 


was effected attaching the Shipton Court 


property to the baronetcy. This, of 
course, signed by both Sir John Reade 
and by his som Compton, rendered the 
former’s subsequent will in favor of his 
butler, John Wakefield, of no account. 
The deed has been missing since sir 
John's death. The late Rev. Compton 
Reade, with whom I had much corre- 
spondence about the matter, asserted that 
John Wekefield had destroyed it. 

If Sir George, the present baronet, can 
secure a copy of this deed of resettlement 
or if he can furnish the courts with satie- 
factory proofs that such a deed of reset- 
tlement wes actually made and signed 
subsequent to the deed of disentailment 
he may be able to recover the Shipton 
Court estates from its present owner, 
W. F. Pepper, despite the statute of limi- 
tations, op the ground that Waketteld, the 
ex-butler, was not in adverse posses- 
sion of Shipton Court as long as he was 
the truetee and executor of the will of his 
old master, Sir John, and was locking

Ten thousand dollars for wall clocks, 
but not a cent for chalk!’ submitted a 
north side public school teacher y esterday 
in complaining because she has been com- 
pelled to supply the chalk, pens, and pen- 
cils and drawing paper used in her room. 

“That seems to be the situation at 
present,” she continued. Hundreds of 
the teachers of Chicago have been sup- 
plying these things for some time; in 
some instances they have been forced to 
pay for the textbooks used by indigent | 
pupils. And yet, only recently, the board 
of education purchased 250 wall clocks 
which tell the time in Berlin, Paris, and 
elsewhere, at a cost of $40 each.” 


Board Short of Funds. 

It was admitted at the office of the 
superintendent of schools that a large 
number of protests have been received 
from teachers. The explanation was 
made by Secretary Lewis Larson, that the 
condition existed by reason of a shortage 
im appropriation, the budget having been 
reduced some 20 per cent. 

One teacher said she had been forced to 
spend in the neighborhood of a dollar a 
week for supplies for the use of her pupils 
since the beginning of the school year.

GARY JOBS FOR 1,500 MORE 
OLD HANDS BY FEB. 8. 


All Rolling Mills, Four Blast Fur- 
naces, 20 Open Hearths, and 280

Gary, Ind. Jan. 2 [Special. I- The 


months, is to resume rolling on Feb. 8. 
Additional open hearth furnaces will be 
fired. Another blast furnace will be 
“blown in,” and fires will be lighted in 
seventy more coke ovens. 

This was the news given out today at 
the Gary offices of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany. following the receipt of rolling or- 
ders from the general offices in Chicago. 

Four more open hearth furnaces will 
be placed in commission next Monday, 
and additional hammers are scheduled to 
be operated in the axle mill. Only old 
hands will return to work and the present 
working force of 3,000 men will be in- 
creased by about 1,500 men.
